known as the Longfellow house. Tho Hon. 
William Gould of "Windham followed.with a 
paper on General Peleg Wodsworth, who was 
Longfellow's grandfathcr'son hl$ inother's 
side. He showed tfiat Hie- poet Inherits tho 
blood of five of tl.o JIaySower pilgrims, In- 
cludingf Elder Bre-wster and John Alden. 
Edward U. .dwell, editor of Hie Porilind 
Transcript, gave a description of "Tlio Port- 
land of l-ongfellow's youth.'' "The venerable 
Dr. Alpheus S. Packard, of Dnwdoin college, 
gave ^ ejky Interesting reminiscences of Long- 
fellow 'sccfllcge life. The lion. George V. 
Talbot, of Portland, closed the. addresses: with 
one on tlie genius of Longfellow. The fol- 
lowing reply to the telegram sent to Mr.
